"I won't say more. There is much 


more that might be told it it were 
proper for me to tell it, but perhaps 
this will suffice. I bad not intended to 
touch upon this phase of our exper- 
ience nt all. but when I think that 
these things have taken place in this, 
the richest, greatest and presumably 
the most advanced nation on the face 
of tho earth, 1 cannot hold my peaae."
